T his lesson can not be too strongly' 
im pressed on our 
fanners. 
Virginia 
lands to-day, after alm ost three hun­ 
dred years of cultivation, will yield 
as bountiful crops as virgin 
soil, if 
only they are cultivated closely 
and 
skillfully. 
If they are neglected, and 
lf they are farm ed on a large scale by 
insufficient labor, they can not be ex 
peeled to afford more than a bare Bv 
ing for unhappy owners. 
Exam ples of the latter system are 
seen everyw here, In dilapidated farm ­ 
houses, lean stock and barren 
fields.

Messiah shall bless the world through 
Israel. 
On the way to Damascus Jesus had 
revealed Himself to Ssul as truly the 
Messiah, but had also at some time 


taught him a mystery not revealed In 
the prophets—that during Israel’s re 
Jection because of their rejection of 
their Messiah He would gather from 
all nations a people called the church, 
by discipline 
here be fitted to come with Christ in 
His glory and reign with Him in Ills 
kingdom, when Jerusalem shall be the : 
throne of the Lord and Israel a right­ 
eous nation. 
It is our privilege, as it 
was Paul’s, to go into all the world 
with the glad tidings of forgiveness of 
sins for all who will receive the Lord 
Jesus because of His suffering for 
sins, the just for the unjust, that He 
might bring us to God. 
And all who 
In this age truly receive Him shall be 
manifested 
with 
Him 
when 
Israel 
shall see Him coming in the clouds 
with power and glory and shall say, 
‘‘This is our God; we have waited for 
Him, and He will save us” (Isa. xxv, j 
9). 
As to the mystery of this age 
specially revealed to Paul, see Bom. 
ii, 25-27; xvi. 25. 20; Kph. Hi, etc 
We may be quite sure that that com- J 
pony of earth s great ones never heard 
a story like this before, and we do not 
wonder that Festus said with a loud 
roiee. “Paul, thou art beside thyself; 
much learning doth make thee mad” 
(24). 
There are very few companies 
of the Lord's people (so called) who to­ 
day know the story us Paul set it 
forth that day. aud where there Is a j 
preacher who thus believes and teaches 
he is not apt to be counted a man of! 
much learning, but, rather, an unlearn­ 
ed man. weakminded, mentally unbal 
anced 
We can reply, as Paul did, 
“We are not mad. but speak forth the 
words of truth and soberness” (25). 
The test question is that which Paul 
addressed to Agrippa, “Believest thou 
the prophets?” for "surely the Lord 
God will do nothing, but He reveal­ 
e d His secret unto H is ’servants the 
prophets" (Amos III, 7). 
In Agrippa’s reply there are three 
words which are specially full of sig­ 
nificance. “almost a Christian." 
We 
think of another, "not far from the 
kingdom of God.” but we remember 
that all who were not actually in the 
ark 
with Noah perished, and then 
those startling words, “He that hath 
not the Son of God hath not life;" 
“n e that believeth not the Son shall 
not see life. but the wrath of God 
abided on him” (I John v, 12; John 
III, 3(5). 
So that “almost a Christian’* j 
simply means “lost,” but who can tell 
the meaning of that word? 
May none 
who road ever know the doom of the 
lost. 
With a burning heart and with; 
burning words Paul declared his long-' 
ing that not only Agrippa. but all who 
beard him that day. might stand in 
Christ as be did.
